Tbe loss incurred from plant dis- 


eases Is often underestimated by the 
farmer; 
passes unrecognized, or is 


.regarded as natural 
and inevitable. 


As a matter of fact plaut diseases are 
exceedingly destructive, and the differ- 
ence between profit and loss on a 
given crop is often traceable to the 
way in which the plant diseases are 
handled. In general, plant diseases 
may be described as including all rots, 
molds, blights, mildews, rusts, smuts 
and spots of various kinds. Many of 
these depreciate the value of the yie!d j 
or cause its loss during storage. Leaf j 
spots, blights, etc., reduce the amount] 
of green matter of the leaf, and there-1 
by reduce the starch-making power of 
the leaf. The purpose of the leaf is 
to produce starch, to nourish the \vood, 
•twigs and fruit of following months 
and years. Jf the 
green 
portion of 


the leaf and its starch-producing pow- 
er be destroyed future yields must suf- 
fer accordingly. 


There are several hundred serious 


and injurious plant diseases. Of these 
many can 
be prevented by proper j 


treatment, although, of course, there! 
are many others for which no satis- 
factory treatment is known. 


Wherever fruit or truck crops

The 
size of the piat will depend some.vhat 
upon the size of the family. 


There is probably no fruit grown 


that will adapt itself to such a diver- 
sity of soils and coc.litions as the 
strawberry. For that reason it can be 
grown by practically everyone. Jn near- 
ly every portion of the United States, 
who has a few square rods of good 
soil which can be devoted to that pur- 
pose. 


The soil for strawberries should be 


a deep rich loam, capable of holding 
much moisture- Whether It be clay or 
sand, it should he made deep and rich 
by the application of a heavy dressing 
of manure, well rotted If possible, and 
plowed under to a depth of eight or ten 


i inches. 


If the soil is a heavy clay with a 


bard, tenacious subsoil, nothing -will 
give better returns for the money In- 
vested than to go over the entire plat 
uith a subsoil plow, following the 
breaking plow, thus loosening up the 
subsoil to a depth of 15 inches. This 
plow will furnish a reservoir for the 
surplus water in the aprlng. which may 
be drawn on by the plants during a 
time of drouth which often 
comes 


when the fruit la beginning to 
ripen 


and just when an abundance of water 
Is absolutely necessary in order to en- 
able the fruit to develop properly and 
the plant to attain a good, vigorous 
growth. If the subsoil Ss of a sandy or 
gravelly nature, the subsoiling will not 
be necessary; !n fact, on such land the 
crop, is often cut short because of the 
looseaes of the subsoil whlcfi allows 
rhe surplus water to pass down out of 
reach of the plant roots. 


This Is one of the most 
important 


points to keep in mind. No plant 
should be transplanted that is more 
than one year old. A plant that has 
borne fniit should never be used in a 
new bed. Select plants of the previous 
year's growth for transplanting, if set 
la the spring. Such plants may be 
told by the bright yellow color of the 
roots.

years for positive results. Sometimes 
H is desirable even after securing 
robiBtant plants to cross-breed these 
with marketable straiiia, as it is often 
the case that resistant strains or va- 
rieties arc not high yielding or of 
desirable quality. It would even seem 
profitable for growe-d to 
contiaue 


desirable strains by selecting those of 
the proper type and yielding capacity. 
The practice of purchasing seeds from 
prorniscouK retailers often proves a 
risky business. 
One need be no 


specialist to note that many irregular 
types, and low quality, poor yielding 
strains are to be found throughout 
the cabbage districts. This difficulty 
cau be remedied only by purchasing 
from reliable seed houses, or by the 
grov. ing of seed from carefully se- 
lected, home grown stock. 


Prof. L. U. JOIK-S oi \Visconsin has 


found that various commercial fer- 
tilizers, as well as toil dibiuftctanta. 
arc- wholly useless as preventive agents 
for the control of this disease iu in- 
fected soil.

If eggs. \vhHa hitching, become soft 


ed. and it !s nticissary to clean them. 


i a baslu of warm water at a lempera- 
] Hire of liiS degrees Fahrenheit should 
i be used, but not above this, a little 
! less being better th:in a greater de- 
1 gree. 
i 
The eggs should bo jiut into this wa- 


ter and the dirt gently removed after 
: soaking and washing with the hands. 


• then dried «ish a cluth aud put back 
iu the nest, which should be first re- 
newed wiih cit'an hay. If not badly 
soiled they may bo cleaned by gently 
scraping with a kfcife or with the fin 
gers. Care is necessary to avoid crack- 
iag the sii<:!l or jarring the egg, as 
5-:ach an injury ivii! destroy the pos- 
sibility _of a hatch.
